THE PRASAR BHARATI (BROADCASTING CORPORATION OF INDIA ) 

AMENDMENT ORDINANCE, 1998 


No. 160F 1998 


Proinulgated by the President in the Forty -ninth Year of the Republic of India . 


An Ordinance further to amend the Prasar Bharati ( Broadcasting Corporation of 

India ) Act, 1990 . 


WHEREAS the Prasar Bharati (Broadcasting Corporation of India ) Amendment Bill , 
1998 has been passed by the House of the People and is pending in the Council of 
States ; 


AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action to give 
effect to the provisions of the said Bill and to make certain other amendments to the 
Prasar Bharati (Broadcasting Corporation of India ) Act, 1990 ; 


NOW , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clausc ( 1 ) of article 123 
of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 


1. ( 1) This Ordinance may be called the Prasor Bharati (Broadcasting Corporation of 
India ) Amendment Ordinance , 1998.

( 2 ) The provisions of section 5 shall come into force at once and remaining 
provisions of this Ordinance shall be decmed to have come into force on the 6th day 
of May, 1998 .

2 . For section 2 of the Prasar Bharad (Broadcasting Corporation of India ) Act, 1990 
(hereinafter reforrod to as the principal Act), the following soction shall be substituted , 
namely :

* 2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires , 


(a ) " Akashvani“ means the offices , stations and other establishments, by 
whatever namc called , which , immediately before the appointed day , formed part 
of or were under the Directorate -General, All India Radio of the Union Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasting; 


(6 ) " appointed day " means the date appointed under section 3 ; 


(c ) " broadcasting" means the dissemination of any form of communication like 
signs , signals , writing , pictures, images and sounds of all kinds by transmission of 
electromagnotic waves through space of through cibles Intended to be received 
by the gacral public cither directly or indirectly through the medium of relay 
stations and all its grammatical variations and cognate expressions shall be 
construed accordingly ; 


(d) " Board" means the Prasar Bharati Board ; 


(e) " Broadcasting Council" means the Council establishod under section 14 ; 
( ) " Chairman " micans the Chairman of the Corporation appointed under section 


4 ; 


(8 ) " Corporation " means tho Prasar Bharati (Broadcasting Corporation of India ) 
established under section 3 ; 


(h) " Doordarshan " means the offices, kontras and other establishments, by 
whatever nanc called , which , immediately before the appointed day , formed part 
of or were under the Directorate-General, Doordarshan of the Union Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting; 


( ) " clocted Momber" means a Member clected undor section 3; 


0 ) " Executive Member" means the Executive Member appointod under section 


(k ) " kendra " means any telecasting centre with studios or transmitters or both 
and includes a relay station ; 


(1) " Member" means a Member of the Board ; 


(m ) "Mamber (Finance )" means the Member (Finance) appointed under section 


(n ) "Metuber (Personnel )" means the Member (Personnel) appointed under 
section 4 ; 


(0 ) " Nominated Member" means the Member nominated by the Union Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasting under section 3 ; 


) " Non -lapsable Fund " mcans the Fund created from the commercial revCNUCS 
of Akashvani and Doordarshan to meet expenditure on certain schemes;

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(9 ) " notification " means a notification published in the Official Gazettc ; 


(1) " Part - time Membor" means a Part - time Member of the Board appointed 
uoder section 4 , but docs not include an ex officio Member, the Nomini 
Momber or an elected Member; 


(5) " prescribed " means prescribed by rulcs made under this Act; 

(1) " Recruitment Board" incans a board established undor sub-section (1) of 
section 10 ; 


(u ) " regulations" moans regulations made by the Corporation under this Act; 


(v) " station " means any broadcasting station with studios of transmitters or both 
and includes a tulay station ; 


(w ) " Whole- timo Member" means the Executive Membër, Member (Finance ) or 
Member (Personnel); 


(x) " year " means the financial year.". 


3 . In section 3 of the principal Act, for sub - sections (5) and ( ), the following sub

Member ( Finance ) shall be a person having special knowledge or practical experience 
in respect of financial matters and the Member (Personnel) shall be a person having 
special knowledge of practical experience in respect of personnel management and 
administration ." .

(2 ) The Executive Member, the Member (Finance) and the Member (Personnel) 
shall be Whole -time Membors and every such Momber shall hold office for a term 
of six years from the date on which he enters upon his office or until he attains the 
age of sixty - two years, whichever is carlier : 


Provided that any person holding office as a Whole -time Member immediately 
before the comincncement of the Praşar Bharati (Broadcasting Corporation of Indiu ) 
Amendment Ordinance, 1998 , shall, in so far as his appointment is inconsistent with 
the provisions of this sub - section , cease to hold office on such commencement as 
such Whole- time Member and shall not be entitled to any compensation because of 
his ccasing to hold such office . 


( 3 ) The terin of office of Part- time Members shall be six ycars, but one -third of 
such Members shall retire on the expiration of every second year ; 


Provided that cvery Part-limeMember holding office as such , immcdiately before 
the commencement of the Prasar Bharati (Broadcasting Corporation of India ) 
Amendment Ordinancc , 1998 , shall , notwithstanding anything contained in this sub 
section as amended by the Prasar Bharati (Broadcasting Corporation of India ) 
Amendment Second Ordinance , 1997 , retire in accordance with the provisions of sub- Ord. 29 o 
section (5):

Provided further that no such Parl- time Member shall be entitled to any 
compensation for curtailment of the term of his office under sub -scction (5 ) . 


( 4 ) The lerm of office of an elected Member shall be two years or till ho ccases 
to be an employee of the Corporation , whichever is carlier. 


(5) As soon as may be after the establishment of the Corporation , the President 
of India may , by order , make such provision as he thinks fit for curtailing the term 
of office of some of the Part - time Members then appointed in order that onc- third of 
the Members holding office as such Part-tiinc Members shall retire in every second 
year thercafter. 
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(0 ) Where before the cxpiry of the term of office of a person holding the citive 
of Chairman , or any other Member, a vacancy arises , for any reason whatsoever , 
such vacancy shall be decined to be a casual vacancy and the person appointed or 
clected to fill such vacancy shall hold office for the unexpired period of the term for 
which his predecessor in office would have held office iſ such vacancy had not 
arisen . 


( 7) In the event of the occurrence of any vacancy by rcason of death , resignation 
or otherwise in the office of - - 


(a ) the Executive Member , senior most among the members referred to in 
clauses (c ) and (d ) of sub- section (5 ) of section 3 , failing which senior most 
among the Members referred to in clauses ) and (s ) of that sub - section , shall 
perform thc duties of the Executive Member until the date on which a new 
Executive Member appointed in accordance with the provisions of this Act to fill 
such vacancy enters upon his office ; 


(h ) any other Whole - time Member, the Executive Member shall perform the 
duties of such Whole - time Member until the date on which a new Whole - time 
Member appointed in accordance with the provisions of this Act to fill such 
vacancy enters upon his office. 


(8 ) Thc Central Government shall , in the case of occurrence of vacancy by reason 
of death , resignation or otherwise of any Whole- time Member, within two weeks 
from the date of occurrence of such vacancy , make a reference to the committee 
referred to in sub - section (1 ) of section 4 . 


(9 ) The Wholc- time Members shall be the employees of the Corporation and as 
such shall be entitled to such salaries and allowances and shall bxc z hject to such 
conditions of service in respect of leave, pension (if any), provident fund but other 
matters as may be prescribed ; 


Provided that the salaries and allowances and the conditions of service shall not 
be varied to their disadvantage after their appointment. 


( 10) The Chairinun and Part-time Members shall be entitled to such allowances as 
may be prescribed ." .

participates in any way in the profit thereof, or in any benefit or emolument 
arising therefrom than as a membor , and in common with other members of an 
incorporated company , he shall, for the purposes of sub- section (1 ), be deemed to 
be guilty of misbchaviour." ,

" (5) Every officer or other employec transferred by an order made under sub 
section (1 ) shall , within six months from the date of transfer, exercise his option , 
in writing, to be governed . 
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( a ) by the scale of pay applicable to the post held by him in the Akashvani 
or Doordarshan immediately before the date of transfer or by the scalc 
applicable to the post under the Corporation to which he is transferred ; 


(b ) by the leave , provident fund, retirement or other terminal benefits 
admissible to employees of the Central Government in accordance with the 
rules or orders of the Central Government, as amended from time to time, or 
the leave , provident fund or other terminal benefits adtnissible to the employees 
of the Corporation under the regulations, 


and such option once exercised under this Act shall be final: 


Provided that the option exercised under clause (a ) by an officer or other 
employee shall be applicablc only in respect of the post under the Corporation to 
which such officer or other cmployce is transferred and on appointment to a 
higher post under the Corporation he shall be eligible only for the scale of pay 
applicable to such higher posť: 


Provided further that if immediately before the date of his transfer any such 
officer or other employec is officiating in a higher post under the Government 
cither in a leave vacancy or any other vacancy of a specified duration , his pay on 
transfer shall be protected for the uncxpired period of such vacancy and thereafter 
he shall be entitled to the scale of pay applicable to the post under the 
Government to which he would bave reverted or to the scale of pay applicable to 
the post under the Corporation to which he is transferred , whichever he may opt: 


Provided also that when an officer or other employce serving in the Union 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting or in any of its attached or subordinate 
offiocs is promoted to officiate in a higher post in the Ministry or office 
subsequent to the transfer to the Corporation of any other officer or cmployec 
senior to him in that Ministry or office before such transfer, the officer or other 
employee who is promoted to officiate in such higher post shall , on transfer to the 
Corporation, be entitled only to the scale of pay applicable to the post be would 
have held but for such promotion or the scale of pay applicable to the post under 
the Corporation to which he is transferred , whichever he may opt." .

(3) If the Executive Member is unable to accept the recommendation of the 
Broadcasting Council, he shall place such recomiendation before the Board for its 
decision thereon . 


(0 ) If the Board is also unable to accept the recomiendation of the Broadcasting 
Couocil, it shall record its reasons therefor and inform the Broadcasting Council 
accordingly . 


( 7) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -sections (5) and (0 ), where the 
Broadcasting Council deems it appropriate , it may , for reasons to be recorded in 
wriling , require the Corporation to broadcast its recommendations with respect to a 
complaint in such inaniner as the Council may dect fit." .
